The  Death  Rate  although  slightly  lower  than  1954,  is  still 
higher  than  that  for  the  County  cf  Pembroke  or  for  the  whole  country. 

Approximately  37.9 p cf  the  total  deaths  v/ere  cf  persons 
over  the  age  cf  70  years,  and  approximately  27. 5y  were  over  80  years 
of  age. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  shows  a fall  and  is  also  lower 
:han  that  for  the  County  cf  Pembroke  and  England  and  Wales.  The  only 
death  of  infants  under  one  year  was  due  to  post  operative  pulmonary 
collapse  and  infantile  pyloric  stenosis.

Free  vaccination  against  Smallpox  is  offered  to  all 
babies  and  any  other  persons  for  whom  it  may  be  advisable.  This 
:s  carried  cut  by  the  local  doctors,  w'hc  are  paid  by  the  County 
■ uracil  for  notification  cf  either  successful  vaccination  or  failure 
c.l  ter  the  second  attempt.  Records  were  received  cf  12  primary  and 
19  secondary  vaccinations  during  the  year

The  B.C.G-.  Vaccination  cf  contacts  has  been  carried  cut 
;he  borough  by  Dr.  Llewelyn  Davies,  the  Chest  Physician  since 
-950.  During  the  Autumn  Term,  B.C.  G.  Vaccination  cf  school  leavers 
was  commenced,  that  is,  the  children  who  have  reached  the  age  cf 
thirteen  years,  written  consent  having  been  obtained  from  the  parents, 

517  children  were  shin  tested  and  cf  these  66  were 

vaccinated. 


It  is  heped  that  it  will  be  possible  tc  complete  the 
A,  in  testing  and  vaccinaticn  cf  all  the  thirteen  year  elds  whose 
parents  sc  wish,  during  the  school  year.  It  will  be  necessary  tc 
repeat  the  shin  testing  annually  and  vaccinate  the  negative  reactors. 

A fcllGWr-up  Clinic  was  commenced  in  December  1955  at 
1 6 Victoria  Street  on  the  first  and  second  Thursday  afternoons  and 
during  that  month  25  children  were  vaccinated,  3 cf  them  being  contact 
c.r.d  20  school  leavers. 


This  is  also  carried  cut  by  the  local  practitioners  who 
are  paid  by  the  County  Council  on  receipt  by  your  Medical  Officer  of 
the  record  cards.  Record  cards  were  received  of  the  immunisation  co 
h6  children,  and  cf  69  re-infcrcing  injections.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAC-E 


A new  9U  sev/er  was  laid  during  the  year  tc  serve  the  107 
houses  in  course  of  erection  on  the  Marsh  Read.  This  is  a soil 
sewer  cnly  - the  storm  water  from  the  estate  being  diverted  tc  the 
River  Ritec  through  threel2,f  sewers.  The  new  Sewer  vTill  enable 
adjacent  properties  new  tc  connect  tc  the  Public  Sewer. 

A branch  sewer  on  the  Marsh  Read  near  the  Mineral  Water 
Works  was  found  to  be  defective  and  a portion  was  relaid.  A portion 
of  the  91'  sewer  on  the  North  Cliff  was  also  renewed. 

A few  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  of  fouling 
of  the  beaches  by  sewage  outfalls. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

A Bedford  12  cwt.  covered  vehicle  is  used  daily  for  refuse 
collection.  An  older  S.D.  7 cwt,  Refuse  Vehicle  is  under  repair  end 
will  be  used  as  a standby.  The  personnel  consists  of  one  driver, 
two  loaders  and  two  tip  attendants. 

During  the  year  the  Council  resolved  to  enforce  the 
provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936  relating  to  the  provision 
of  ccvercl  refuse  bins,  the  prevision  of  which  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  occupier  of  premises. 

The  old  refuse  tip  on  Marsh  Read  was  closed  during  the  year 
and  a new  site  was  opened  at  the  rear  of  the  Corporations  ’Water 
Pumping  Station  on  Clicketts  Lane.  All  refuse  is  now  disposed  of 
by  controlled  tipping,  the  covering  material  supplied  mainly  by 
contract,  although  surplus  soil  etc.  from  the  Marsh  Road  Housing 
Contract  was  used  whenever  available. 

Street  cleansing  is  carried  cut  by  orderlies  working  on  the 
beat  system,  and  beach  cleaning  by  temporary  staff  employed  during 
the  holiday  season. 

The  site  of  the  old  refuse  disposal  tip  will  be  levelled  and 
the  area  has  been  earmarked  as  a future  playing  field.

One  trained  Rodent  Operator  is  employed  full  time 
on  this  work  under  the  general  supervision  of  your  Sanitary 
Inspectors. 


Regular  surveys  were  made  and  all  complaints  dealt 
with  promptly.  All  sewers  in  the  town  received  two  treatments 
in  accordance  with  the  methods  approved  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture.

Producers  receive  their  Licences  from  thr 
Ministry  of  Agriculture. 

A high  percentage  of  milk  retailed  is  pasteurised  at 
the  local  dairy  although  a substantila  quantity  of  loose  milk  is 
still  being  sold.  All  the  schools  are  supplied  with  pasteurised 
milk. 


The  responsibility  for  licencing  the  pasteurising 
plant  at  the  dairy  falls  on  the  pembrckshire  County  Council , 
although  your  Officers  have  the  opportunity  for  inspecting  and 
supervising  the  premises.
